as efficient and do as much as any of its 
competitors. Its claijn'to a preference 
from home employers is due tijrtBfejfact' 
that it is supposed to be more efficient. 
If it does not comply with these condi- 
tions then it is not deserving of consider- 
ate treatment. It must step aside for 
those who will fulfill the considerations, 
be they home or foreign laborers. 


Till it has no home labor or not enough 


to do its work North Adams wants no im- 
ported labor, and no " gang " labor under 
any conditions. The standard of North 
Adams labor can no more be lowered with- 
out detriment to it, than could Us standard 
of business honor be lowered without 
detriment. 


LET US HAVE GREENHALGE. 


The people of this town have recently 


heard a great deal of discuasion concern- 
ing the character of the labor that should 
do its work. The exceptional amount of 
building, both public and piivate, that is 
now goius on has broagli I this question 
to the front. Laboring men with their 
homes in North Adamb liiwe manifested, 
as they ought, a great deal of interest in 
the matter. Men in public positions here, 
and those having their eye on tuture pub- 
lic positions have shown that they were 
interested and that some of their inter- 
ests, at least, were involved in the ques- 
tion. A great deal has been said and 
thought honestly and candidly and right- 
ly, and a great deal has undoubtedly been 
said not so honestly and net so candidly, 
but with a spirit a little better than that 
of the demagogue or cheap politician for 
mere effect. It is time ^orth Adams 
faced this question honestly and sober!*,, 
for it is pressing to an i=su". It is s ques>" 
tion tnat effects the business man and the 
contractor and the laboring man of this 
community and their he mes and sur- 
roundings, ar.d a mere cheap cry to please 
anj class isn't what is wonted. The air 
should be cleared, and tt e right in the 
matter set forth. 


The question is this: 
Has 
North 


Adams as a municipal corporation, or 
North Adams men as gool citizens, re- 
garding the brbt interests of this town, 
any justification for importing cheap 
labor from outside its own uorders? 


The legal right must bs unquestioned. 


If the officers of this town jn constructing 
any public work, or any private contrat" 
tor or business firm choo->es to take the 
ground that they will get workdonejustas 
cheaply as they can by employing the 
cheapest labor they can find from any- 
where, no matter how un-American or 
how foreign to the interests of the com- 
munity that labor may be, that is a course 
they may pursue if they see fit and deem 
wise. 
No one can hinder them. The 


men who want to say, "Lubor be d 
d> 


I am looking out for myself," are unfortu" 
nately privileged to say ii/ and act accord- 
ingly. This class of'me a argue from the 
double standpoint of self-interest and the 
right claimed for every mau to buy any 
labor he pleases, anywheru and at what 
price he pleases. 


North Adams has not adopted yet this 


way of looking at the labor question, and 
no other town of its size and existing 
conditions can afford to take this view of 
the labor question. Our conditions are 
not those of a city like Boston or New 
York, where all community good is for- 
gotten in the single object of money mak- 
ing and where ILere is a class of work $o 
dirty or so cheap that only the scum of all 
labor will consent to do it, and where 
that labor is already present and must be 
employed in some «ay. North Adjmsis 
still a town of neighbors, a town where 
the feeling between classes, between em- 
ployer and employe cou'its for a great 
deal in the town's prosperity and incus- 
trial activity. It Ss a town whose labor 
is not Uhca to being g.i -,-ed together to 
work without any con^i-Joratioa irom its 
employers, us is the labo.-that would be 
imported here. Furthermore, North Ad- 
orns laboring people a>'e r.ot used to com- 
petition with scum contritct labor nor do 
they relish the idea. And tbis is as if 
should be. This town and every other 
town is fortunate in having its laboring 
classes despise and oppose cheap, unwor- 
thy labor that sells itself inio conditions 
little above that of tl:.\ cry. Let every 
North Adams laboring man keep this pos- 
ition. 


And every cuizrn of Noith Adams, 


whether he is a public oflieial or a private 
contrittor or spuuilutor, ivlio would bring 
the better and inteiligci.t labor of this 
town into competioa with foreign import- 
ed labor of v lower gradu i. un enemy to this 
town's be»l inteixsLs. \V; say "an enemjt 
to the town's bt,at intercuts," because ii 
being an enei.:y (as he certainly is) to the 
home laboring au.n whose interests are 
here, who waiKsto lue decently as an 
American ciliiui. should, he is a public 
enemy. This principle of preferring home 
to foreign labor i., one our 
Prudential 


committee has wisely recognized. 
It is a 


principle that coutiuctori on our public 
constructions now p^ogrc ssing have recog- 
nized. 


No. North Adams hat- not reached the 


point it can afl'urd to che ipen its labor by 
outside importations. It has not in the 
past grown strong and flourishing, as it is 
today by discouraging home labor. And

Such men would deser\ e the condemna- 
tion of public opinion exactly as much. 
Their policy is short-sig ited. Immediate 
self-interest is often oft-s-et by the effect on 
the community at large.

To Secure Control of Next 


National Convention. 


Speeches Not Altogether Complimentary t« the 


Present Administration. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The silver con- 


vention adopted substantially tho game 
address to the people as thjit partially by 
the Texas convention and in toto by th« 
Mississippi gathering.

cornered at any time by a few banking insti- 
tutions in Europe and America.

QUEEN TO SUBJECTS, 


Victoria's Address to New Parliament 


Very Brief but Pointed. 


It Is Formally Approved of In 


Both Branches. 


Dr. fanner Creates a Scene In the Commons 


and Is Suspended For a Week. 


Aug. 16.—The house of com- 


mons met at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
and were at once summoned by the1 nshet 
of the black rod to the house of lords to 
hpar the reading of the queen's ^speech, 
which was as follows: 


The communications which I receivo 


from foreign powers atsure me o£ the con- 
tinuance of their good will. I am happy 
to say that-no international complication 
has arisen in any quarter calculated to en- 
danger the peace of Europe. The war be- 
tween China and Japan, which was in 
progress at the opening of the last session, 
has been brought to a peaceable ending. I 
observed strict neutrality during the war, 
and have taken no action in respect thereto 
except as a word f rora ma was likely to lie 
favorable to a termination of hostilities. 


I deeply regret to say rtiat the most in- 


human outrages upon a body ol European 
mission;u-ies art reported from the prov- 
ince of Fu-Klen In China. Iu reply to 
earnest representations. addressed to the 
Chinese government, by my direction, ac- 
tive measures, which I trust will prove ef- 
f ctive, are being taken for the punish- 
ment of the murderers and all yersuns in 
any degree responsible for these crimes.
